: Special to The Bulletin 
f Dallas, Texas — About 400 persons 
fathered at the John F. Kennedy Me- 
morial in' downtown Dallas at noon 
Yesterday to observe the 13th anniver- 
sary of President Kennedy’s assassi- 
nation here.

The Rev. ■ Ian Holmes, a former 
jg^Texas legislator, and Dr. Paul A. 
Stauffer, executive director of the 
Greater Dallas Council of Churches, 
^officiated at the prayer vigil. The 10- 
^ yriinute ceremony ended with a high 
School bugler playing taps.

On his' way to Dallas, Pappas had

First Baptist Church of Calvert, 
Texas. When church members heard 
his mission, they sent along the altar 
decorations — red, white and blue 
plumes and flowers — for Pappas ,to 
place at the Kennedy memorial. 

Mr. and Mrs. Abraham Michaels of' 
the Dallas suburb of Grand Prairie 
said they attended the service because 
Folsom’s cancellation made them 
mad. 

“Services should be held, even if 
only two people attend,” Mrs. Mi- 
chaels said. j 

The Michaelses said they believe re- ' 
opening the investigation of Ken- 
nedy’s assassination is a good idea. 

“There are a lot of unanswered 
questions. But it seems to me they 
waited a terribly long time to do it. 
What can they learn this late,” Mrs. 
Michaels asked. - 

Michaels, born in Kennedy’s home 
state of Massachusetts, said, “It 
seems like there , might be a con- 
spiracy someplace. There are just too 
many coincidences.” 

Dean Price, visiting from New Jer- 
sey, also said there should be a new 
investigation. 

“There has always been a smell 
about it. It’s worth doing, even if it’s 
just to 'satisfy a handful of people. If 
they don’t investigate again people ■ 
will always say the truth . was swept 
under the rug.” 

Memorial services were also held at 
the JFK Learning Center for . Re- 
tarded .Children. And Dallas City 
Councilwoman Juanita Craft deliv- 
ered a brief memorial at the regular 
council meeting.
